Claims 1-35 remain 
pending in this application, and have not been amended. Based on the following remarks, 
reconsideration and allowance of this apphcation is respectfully requested. 

Claim Reiections-35 U.S.C. $102 
Claims 1 and 4 

Claims 1 and 4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 3,715,500 issued to Sessler et al. ("Sessler"). Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection, since Sessler does not disclose each and every element of these claims. 

In particular, independent claim 1 requires each of the first-order microphone elements to 
have a finite delay ratio (DR) greater than one. As is well known in the art, and as described in 
the background of the application, the DR is defined as the internal delay xa of one of the ports of 
the first-order microphone divided by the propagation delay Xp between the two ports. See page
